A list of nine 
rules—unofficial and unposted—has 
been prepared by Dr. Guliema F. 
Alsop, college physician. 

Sex has nothing to do with the 
harmful effects of smoking, says the 

hysician, for a weak man mav easily 
be owtsmoked by a husky college girl. 

The rules suggest that a_ girl 
should not smoke until she is 21, and 
until she has been examined by a 
physician to determine whether it 
would be injurious. 

Another rule places the number of 
cigarettes a day at five, while a 
fourth describes" how the tobacco 
should look. 

Inhaling and blowing through nose 
are bad; says rule No. 5, while No. 
6 says smoking should be done ont- 
doors, “if you can get awav with 


After-dinner smoking is wisest, 
says No. 7, and No. 8 advises use of 
a holder. The last rule suggests one 
month a year total abstinence, osten- 
sibly to get in trim for the rest of

Chang Has 50,000 Troops. 

Chang has about 50,000 loyal troops 
remaining, while’ 100,000 men, com- 
prising the former flower of his army, 
are said to acknowledge the leader- 
ship of General Kuo Sung-Lien, com- 
mander of the tenth division, and 
leader of the revolt among Chang’s 
followers. 

A heavy blow to the Manchurian 
lender’s cause is indicated in the re- 
ports of the defection of General 
Chang Jsung-Chang, governor of 
Shantung, and one of his closest lien- 
tenants up to this time. 

Already the leaders in the coup 
against Chang appear to be dividing 
their spoils. A _ reported agreement 
between the ‘ ‘Christian general’’ and 
Kuo Sung-Lien gives all of the im- 
portant province of Chihli to the for- 
mer, and allots the three Manchurian 
provinces ruled by Chang Tso-Lin to 
Kuo. Shantung would be turned over 
to the governor 6f Honan, Yueh Wei-

In ‘a 
brief discussion of the resolution. A, 
F’. Ganier, of Nashville, newly-elect- 
ed president, deplored the fact that 
the state text books commission had 
ordered evolutionary teachings delet- 
ed ftom the state text books. 

The text of the resolution follows:

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BY WAY OF PRELUDE 

In the annals of American 
cities since the planting of San 
Augustine in Florida by the 
Spaniards no more romantic 
story can be told of any than 
of Atlanta. 

There are cities greatly older 
that are greatly lesser in popu- 
lation and fame; there are cities 
greatly larger and not nearly 
so picturesque, important and 
sure of future glories; there 
are cities of more sudden 
growth, but devoid of senti- 
ment and symbolism. No one 
of them fascinates by its novel 
experiences or origin and ex- 
pansion, by its victories of 
faith in peace and ordeals of 
courage in war, by its ‘riumph 
over ashes and adversities, as 
does Atlanta. 

In the era of her birth she 
was both a boast and a betenoir 
—the boast of the visionaries 
who brought her into life and 
the beast of menace to those 
who feared her rivalry. By the 
care of her conditors she grew, 
and flourished, and fared in- 
defeasibly to fortune and to 
fame. She has outlived jeal- 
ousies, rivalries and the reduc- 
tion fires of near-barbaric war. 

From the charred chaos left 
by Sherman’s ignifers in 1864 
she lifted her scorched wings 
to Heaven and cried to the 
world: “Resurgam — | will 
rise again!” 

Then and thereby she blaz- 
oned the phoenix on her coat- 
of-arms and neither flood nor 
flamés, neither pestilence nor 
panic have since marred its 
beauty or defeated its chal- 
lenge. 

The author of this story 
came to Atlanta in 1861; a 
youthful war refugee from 
East Tennessee. From the 
hour of his arrival until these 
words are written Atlanta has 
been to him the most interest- 
ing and beloved place in all the 
world. He has shared her for- 
tunes in war, in her resurrec- 
tion from ruin, in her oppres- 
sive experiences in “recon- 
struction,” so-called; and in 
her renewed career of cour- 
age and conquest over every 
contesting circumstance. He 
has known personally and in- 
timately her prominent citizens 
during all those sixty-four 
years, Including the first boy 
and the first girl that were 
born upon the territory now 
forming the city’s center. 

From those personal con- 
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‘tacts and from an active par- 
ticipation in most of the salient 
events of the city’s develop- 
ment it has been argued to 
him that he is competent to 
tell “The Story of Atlanta’ in 
a way to refresh the memories 
of the elder citizens and to in- 
‘form delightfully the minds of 
the younger_generation and the 
newcomers into the body poli- 
tic of the city. 

Common conventions and 
routine recordings, however, 
are irksome to his naturaily 
free-lance temperament. There- 
fore no one must expect these 
brief and simple annals of At- 
Janta life and events to take on 
the stately and statistical -me- 
ticulousness of such history as 
woald imitate the works of 
Gibbon, Macauley, Bancroft or 
Motley. 

On the contrary, 1 am both 
Inclined and expressly charged 
to tell what I know about At- 
lanta, her people and her per- 
forminces, as I would recount 
the storier to my intelligent 
and inquisitive grandchildren 
around the home fireside. Just 
the plain tales of who we were, 
and what we did to make At- 
lanta what she is—the imperial 
jewel upon the bosom of the 
Empire State of the South— 
should be enough to enthrall 
the interest and fire the emula- 
tive spirit of the most matter- 
of-fact Atlantan of today. 

Chronology has been made 
a secondary consideration, al- 
though the first section of the 
story 
background of the facts and 
legends up to the time when 
the post-bellum new era start- 
ed the city upon the high 
career She is still pursuing. 


CHAPTER I. 
Civilization at the Crossroads. 
- Civilization centers at the cross- 
roads. When the caveman felt the 
wanderlust and forsook his crypt in 


the hills to explore the outlands, he 
created visiting lists with other cavye- 
men. Where the new trails crossed 
| became favored meeting places. There- 
‘to, as their communal instincts de- 
| veloped, they removed their cave im- 
i'plements and icons, set up their rude 
‘huts, and became féllow citizens in 
mutual understandings and under- 
takings. Thus was the process of 
civilization born, and thus it con- 
tinues to congest and then expand. 

Atlanta is a most intriguing mod- 
ern example of that centralizing and 
centrifugal process. 

As in primitive ages, when the 
means of transport were crude and 
the easier way of intercourse between 
friendly peoples was by water, new 
settlements were made on the shores 
of rivers and bays, so the new colony 
of Georgia was located by Oglethorpe 
on the Savannah river. He wisely 
chose the Yamacraw bluff as a natu- 
ral fortification. On it he planted 
his peculiar and heterogeneous com- 
munity, destined to become within 
two centuries, an Empire State, a 
Mother of States, a cofounder of the 
greatest nation and republic of the 
planet, and the proud and plethoric 
home of millions of free and prosper- 
ous people. 

His transaction, at first blush, 
would be called a contradiction of the 
primal crossroads policy, but it was 
not. The Indians of Tomi-chi-chi 
had broken divers defined trails from 
Yamacraw into the vast hinterland to 
the west and north, creating contacts 
with other tribes of aborigines. The 
Spaniards of the Florida country, in 
their rapacious hunger for spoils, had 
broken through the defenses of the 
natives and were menacing with in- 
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Remarkable old-time scenes taken in Atlanta fefore and during the war. At the top left is 
what is probably the oldest existent photograph of Atlanta. It was taken from a spot where the old 
George Muse store formerly stood on Whitehall street. This was, of course, many years before the 
erection of the Whitehall street viaduct and the Street at that time ran down hill at this point to the 


railroad tracks. At the right of the picture is seen the office of the old Atlanta Intelligencer—the 


first daily paper to‘be published in Atlanta, and the paper which later beeame The Atlanta Consti- 
tution. Just beyond this is the first passenger depot of the Atlanta & West Point railroad, with 
one of the old-time engines fired up ready to depart on its trip to West Point, where connection 
was made for Montgomery. Across the railroad tracks is seen the Atlanta hotel on the site where 


the Kimball house now stands. 


This was the first 


‘hotel to be opened in Atlanta, being erected in 


the early fifties. Beyond this hotel can be seen the Masonic lodge, which stood on Decatur street, 
between Pryor and Ivy. To the right of the hote! is seen what was then the public park of the 
City of Atlanta. This photograph was taken durjng the civil war and the tents occupied by the 
Confederate soldiers can be seen in the park. The park occupied the block now bounded by De- 
catur, Pryor, Wall and Central avenue. At the top right is shown a picture taken on Decatur 
street at about where Central avenue now ends and looking toward Five Points. The picture shows 
the three-story Masonic lodge with the Trout house, Atlanta’s second hotel. In front of the Trout 
house is shown a covered wagon, which was the almost universal method of travel from country 
to town in those days, most of the state being without railroad facilities. Below is a photograph of 
the first store erected in the City of Atlanta. It was the Wash-Collier Grocery and General Mer- 
chandise store, erected at Five Points, about where the Pitts Cigar store now stands. This store was 
erected when Atlanta consisted of only a handful of dwellings.

Now 
Oglethorpe had pushed a path across 
the ocean from England to the Sa- 
vannah, and there, on his high perch, 
he centered the crossroads—a road

to ancient barbarism. 
Within iiity years the spirit of 
Americanism had taken on strength 
and courage, and dared to make its 
demands upon the motherland fer 
the liberties of Englishmen under the 
broad aegis of the Magna Charter. 

Georgia, meanwhile, had establish- 
ed outlying settlements, extending 
down the ocean coast to the St. 
Marys river, up the Savannah to 
Augusta, and up the inland rivers 
into the No-Man’s Land that stretch- 
ed toward the boreal stars and the 
setting sun. 

Parishes of the established church 
had been formed and had organized 
measures of local self-determination. 
The treaty of peace and amity with 
Tomi-chi-chi had. been duplicated 
with other Indian tribes. The Span- 
iard had been successfully beaten off 
from his lustful forays and compelled 
to do his devilment in his own domain 
of the Floridas. 

In 1775 the open revolt against 
British oppressions began in England. 
Georgia instantly sympathized with 
the great adventure and sent to the 
battling patriots the powder abso- 
lutely necessary to carry on the fight. 

She dispatched her delegates to the 
Continental congress and they com- 
mitted her completely to the War of 
Independence by signing the immortal 
Declaration of a 4, 1776. She en- 
tered wholeheartedly into the struggle 
and during the seven bitter and bloody 
years of its duration her men and 
money were freely given to the fate- 
ful cause. 


When the victory was won and 


King George acknowlédged the inde- 
pendence of his American colonies, 
each by name as an “independent 
state.” Georgia, of course, was named 
equally with her 12 sisters. 

Thus she beeame “a nation” in 
her own right, with all the authority 
and powers that belong-to a sover- 
eignty, free to treat and be treated 
with on terms of equality and inter- 
national law. 

The Confederation of the United 
States, which existed during the Revyo- 
lution and subsisted after it, being a 
loosely joined alliance and ineffective 
for lack of powers, was soon proven 


a failure as a peace establishment. 
“A more perfect Union” was demand- 
ed by circumstances and by the vision 
of those statesmen who desired that 
“free America” should be compacted 
into a substantial, effective and per- 
manent federal] nation. 

This demand led to the formation 
of the federal convention of 1787, in 
Philadelphia. In ,it, all the inde- 
pendent states except Rhode Island 
were represented. Georgia, by her 
delegates, William Few and Abraham 
Baldwin, was among those present, 
and they signed the great constitu- 
tion there agreed upon. Thereupon, 
Georgia, as a constituent of the Un- 
ion, framed her own state constitu- 
tion anew to conform with her new 


relations, and began the splendid en- 


deavors of state building that have 
continued, through peace and wars, 
to this day when she is popularly 
acknowledged over the continent as 
“the Empire State of the South.” 
This rapidly-reeled film of facts 
reveals to the reader the background 
of origins and expansions which led 
to the location of the settlement that 
grew into the incorporated city of 
Atlanta—the city of the cross-roads 
to which a prophetic statesman early 
gave the sobriquet, “The Gate City of 
the South’—a name.now fully real- 
ized by the city’s position and rela- 
tions with the cis-Mississippi south.

Accidental deaths increased from

gained, from 17.2. in 1923 to 18.3 in 
1924. 

Influenza showed a notable de-

Court Sought Facts. 


He asserted further that Captain 
Foley as judge advocate did not serve 
as a member of the court but rather 
was entrusted with bringing out all 
the facts in the case, the proceeding 
before the court being ‘ ‘in no sense a 
trial of an issue, nor of an accused 
person,” but only one to inform the 
convening authority “in a preliminary 
way as to the facts involved in the 
inquiry.” 

“In your letter,” Admiral Camp- 
bell continued, ‘you appear to be 
under the impression that your client 
was in some way a defendant before 
the court, and in that capacity in 
need of counsel and entitled to the 
rights of a defendant. Upon the facts 
as stated in your letter, such was not 
the case. Her presence before the 
court on the occasion to which your 
letter refers was merely as a witness.

'Davis Urges Law: 


ToDrait Industry 


On Shenandoah In Time of War 


| Philadelphia, Pa., November 27.— 
| Secretary of War Dwight F. Davis 
} Friday night renewed his plea for leg- 
islation empowering the president in 
time of war to draft material re- 
sources as well as manpower. 

Reviewing the defense plans of the 
government, Davis told members of 
the Union league here that the na- 
tion now was prepared to raise .and 
equip an army of 4,000,000 men fast- 
er than it did in 1517. He revealed 
that the war department had already 
negotiated with every important fac- 
tory which would be called upon to 
supply var materials. The govern- 
ment, however, he seid, needs legis- 
lation empowering an emergency 
drafting of industry if necessary. 

“Control -by the government,” Davis 
said, “would be of such a nature as to 
make effective without question the 
plans We are drawing up in neace 
times which will insure adequate in- 
dustrial support for our armies in the 
field. The law should have teeth in 
it. It should be no general statement 
of the duties of citizenship in war as 
they apply to industry, but should 
be as direct and vigorous as was the 
manpower draft act of the world war. 
The government must be able to ex- 
ercise more than mere moral suasion 
to keep down war costs in material— 
to prevent war contract profiteering 
while Ameri¢an boys are called upon 
to sacrifice their lives if need be, for 
the flag.”

\Southern Colleges “vi Ween 
Stamp Disapproval on Smoking 


The precedent set by Bryn Mawr in 
placing the stamp of official approv- 
al on smoking by women students 
finds scant sympathy among southern 

colleges attended by women, a survey 
completed today by the Associated 
Press reveals. 

Reports were received from 37 insti- 
tutions, including five in the District 
of Columbia, whose student bodies are 
made up largely of southern girls.

it. In no instance is there the slight- 
est vestige of sympathy for the prece- 
dent set by Bryn Mawr in setting aside 
a room in each dormitory for women 
students to use as a smoking room. 

I disapprove very heartily of girls 
smoking, and our girls are not allowed 
to smoke,” said Miss May. McClelland, 
acting president of Peace institute, a 
Presbyterian college, of Raleigh, N. 
C. “However, I think it is a question 
of manners, not morals. [ believe 
it is detrimental to health, but I do 
not feel it a sin for a girl to smoke 
any more than for a boy... It is a 
matter of convention, and I. do not 
believe it has become conventional fort 
girls to smoke habitually in this coun- 
try as it has, perhaps, in others,”

without his accéptance, and allow him 
to return to the penitentiary to finish 
his sentente. 
_ His brief, written in pen and ink 
in a firm hand, maintained “that the 
very idea and intent imbuing the legis- 
lative act which gives to the presi- 
dent commutative power is that he 
shall use it when inspired by good- 
will and merciful intent towards the 
recipient of its favors, ... and that 
its privileges shall be gifts and not 
punitive or inimical forces to place 
their lives and liberties in further 
jeopardy.” 

Chapman maintains that the use to 
which President Coolidge put his 
cemmutative powers was “to expedite 
his hanging,” which, he held, “was an 
improper use.”

dition in internal affairs. There is 
danger, however, that a small radical 
minority may assume leadership, and 
make trouble unless an uprising is 
quickly suppressed by armed troops. 

Time money was offered more free- 
ly in Wall street today but there 
was a firmer tone.to the stock mar- 
ket money as a result of withdrawals 
of call money by interior banks. Call 
money is expected to remain firm un- 
til after the December 1 requirements 
are provided. What happnes then in 
the market for call money depends 
on what happens in general trade and 
in the stock market. If interior de- 
mand for money continues to increase 
because of improved general trade with 
the stock market again becoming ac- 
tice on the constructive side, it does 
not require much imagination to see 
a higher federal reserve bank rate 
here before the end of 1925. ‘The feel- 
ing in banking circles here is that the 
Bank of England whose rate remain- 
ed unchanged today as well as the 
New York Federal Reserve bank here 
would both welcome a real excuse to 
advance their rates. 

With London again losing gold, if 
it were not for political considerations, 
undoubtedly the Bank of England rate 
would be increased in the immediate 
future. Undoubtedly London would 
welcome an-~increase in our federal 
reserve bank rate as an excuse to 
increase its rate which was re- 
cently unexpectedly reduced in 
response to strong demands of the in- 
dustrialists in England who hold that 
cheap money will help restore trade. 
The best bankers in London do not 
believe that the solution to England’s 
unsatisfactory industrial conditions 
would be found in the money market.

Jake Gosnell, federal prohibition 
fagent for several years, has retired 
from the service rather than “do pro- 
hibition work@§n Georgia with men 
of a character that I cousicer a dis- 
“race to the profession,” he announced 
here today. Recently, after th re- 
organization of the federal prohibition 
enforcement service, Gosnell was or- 
dered by P. M. Caudle, in charge 
of the district office at Greenville, 
to ge to Georgia for work. 

Gosnell said here today that he 
told Mr. Caudle that he would retire 
from the service rather tha: work 
with men with whom he would be 
associated in Georgia. He has as- 
sumed the role of a private citizen 
on his farm near Pickens. . 

Gosnell did not name the men with 
whom he was to have worked in 
Georgia. Nor would Deputy Admin- 
istrator Caudle give any light on de- 
tails of the case when finally reached 
in High Point, N. C., by telephone. 

Gosnell had been in the prohibition 
service for several years and spent 
much time on the Mexican and Uana- 
dian borders with forces seeking to 
prevent smuggling of contraband 
goods into this countrv. More re- 
cently, however, he was attached to 
squads working in and around great- 
er New York, and Gosnell is generally 
credited with having been the body- 
erard of Izzy Einstein. the noted dry 
sleuth, for some moNhs. 


GOSNELL DROPPED 
FROM PROHI SERVICE. 

Jake Gosnell, former federal prohi- 
bition agent of Pickens, S. C., who 
stated Friday that he had been trans- 
ferred to serve in Georgia and had 
declined to come to this state because 
he did not want to associate with fed- 
eral prohibition agents of Georgia 
whom he characterized as being “a 
disgrace to the profession,” was drop- 
ped from the service when the prohibi-

REICHSTAG VOTES 


TORATIFY PACTS 


Berlin, November 27.—(4)—Chan- 
cellor Luther and Foreign Secretary 
Stresemann reaped victory today in 
their fight for parliamentary ratifica- 
tion of the Lecarno treaties and Ger- 
man entry into the League of Nations. 

By a final vote of 291 to 174, the 
reichstag adopted the bill legalizing 
the security pact drawn up at Locarno 
and the supplementary treaties with 
France, Belgium, Poland and Czecho- 
Slovakia. Approval also was given 
to the arrangement whereby Germany 
is to apply: for membership in the 
league. 

Parliamentary sanction came after 
a stubborn partisan battle lasting six 
weeks. 
in doubt, but the chancellor and for- 
eign secretary were confronted with 
unrelenting oppositicn by reaction- 


aries. 
Separate Vote Taken. : 

The security pact and the treaties 
were ratified by a separate vote, s0U 
to 174, while the question o joining 
the league was affirmed 278 to 183. 

By the rising vote, the reichstag 
adopted a motion submitted by the 
three middle parties, whereby the gov- 
ernment is requested to use every ef- 
fort in the time intervening between 
now and Germany’s formal admission 
to the league to obtain from the allies 
a greater measure of alleviation in 
the Rhineland and other cencessiong 
than already granted. : 

Motions of non-confidence in the 
government, proposed by the national- 
ists and communists, were defeated by 
a heavy vote, as was also a national- 
ist motion, proposing postponement of 
the date of the signing of the- treaty. 

Three Groups Oppose Action. 

The nationalists, communists and 
fiscisti lined up solidly in opposition 
to the government and were given a 
dozen scattering votes from  unat- 
tached parliamentary groups. The 
government’s support consisted of so- 
cialists, centrists, democrats and 
members of the people’s party and Ba- 
varian people’s party. 

Nothing sensational was produced 
by the closing debate. The final re- 
sult was no longer in jeopardy after 
the sentiment of the reichstag had 
been submitted to the test of the vote 
in the second reading of the meas- 
ures yesterday. 

Chancellor: Luther. and Foreign 
Secretary Stresemann will leave for 
London on Sunday for the official 
signing of the Locarno documents by 
all the governments concerned. They 
will be accompanied by Herr von 
Schubert, under secretary of the for- 
eign office, and possibly Dr. Gauss, 
the department’s legal expert. 


Want Greater Concessions. 


Acting upon pressure from the lead- 
ers of the middle parties, the German 
delegates will frankly inform Austen 
Chamberlain, M. Briand and M. Van- 
dervelde, representing Great Britain, 
I'rance and Belgium, that the Ger- 
man people as a whole and the reich- 
stag parties, who are normally in ‘ac- 
cord with the policies inaugurated at 
Locarno, are impatient over the meas- 
ure of concessions granted Germany 
by the allies. 

President von Hindenburg will af- 
fix his signature to the Locarno bill 
before the German delegates leave for 
London, thus making the law oper- 
ative before the treaties are formally 
signed, 

Kleventh-hour attempts by oppo- 
nents of the government to force a 
ruling, whereby the treaties would 
have to be. adopted by a two-thirds 
majority, was voted down, as a con- 
stitutional amendment was not in- 
volved in the vote and, therefore, only 
a plain majority was required.

Harrisburg, Pa., November 27.— 
Governor Gifford Pinchot has begun 
the first definite attempt to settle 
the anthracite coal strike. 

The committees of both operators 
and miners have been asked to meet 
with the governor at the state capitol 
here Saturday afternoon, when Pin- 
eho: will make a “proposition.” __ 
In a letter to Major W. W. Inglis, 
of Scranton, spokesman for the opera- 
ters, Pinchot said: 


Pinchot’s Letter to Inglis. 


‘Will you and the other members 
of the operators’ committee meet with 
me in the capitol at Harrisburg to- 
morrow, Saturday afternoon, at 2:30 
o’clock.? I desire to lay a proposition 
The committee of the 
miners has also been invited. Kindly 
wire reply.” 

What Governor Pinchot’s “proposi- 
tion” to the miners and operators will 
be was not disclosed. No inkling of 
his intentions in the strike situation 
has been forthcoming, although it was 
generally conceded here Wednesday 
night, after his last conferences with 
the two leaders, that some plan had 
been tentatively agreed upon if an 
opening for further wage parleys could 
be made. 

Check-Off Chief Block. 

Tiowever, the check-orf clause in 
the miners’ demands appears tv be the 
principal obstacle in the way of a 
resumption of operations in the hard 
coal fields. The check-off provides 
for the subtraction from the 
miner’s pay envelope of his union 
dues. 
Objection to this practice is based 
on the fact that it would entail more 
bookkeeping and a subsequent in- 
crease in costs for the operators, 
while, at the same time, the miners 
are asking for an increase in wages. 
furthermore, it is presumed that fines 
for violation of union rules also would 
be «xtracted from the pay envelopes, 
leading to ill-feeling on the part of 
miners towards the coal companies. 
3 Saturday’s conference probably will 
include discussion of the check-off in 
addition to the miners’ other demands 
of increased wages and full recogni- 
tion of the union. Pinchot’s plan will 
undoubtedly contain some means 
whereby a compromise might be 
Teached on the various demands. 


HOPE FOR ANTHRACITE 
PEACE IS REVIVED. 

Philadelphia, November 27.—(P)— 
lope of an early peace in the anthra- 
cite coal industry was revived ‘to- 
night by the action of Governor 
Pinchot in requesting the wage ne- 
gotiating committees of the miners 
and operators to meet him in Harris- 
burg tomorrow to consider a plan for 
ending the suspension of mine oper- 
ations. 

The governor was instrumental in 
brin ing about an adjustment of the 
differences between the two groups 
in the strike of 1923, and the circum- 
stances under which that agreement 
was reached were almost identical 
with those in the present situation. 

John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers, did not wait 
for the formal receipt of the goy- 
ernor’s telegram to get the miners’ 
representatives together for the meet- 
ing, but upon being advised by The 
Associated Press of its contents, he 
immediately notified the members of 
the general scale committee to assem- 
ble in Harrisburg tomorrow. This 
committee comprises about 35 men 
from the three anthracite districts. 

Although he said he had no intima- 
tion of what Governor Pinchot’s pro- 
posals would be, Mr. Lewis appeared 
hopefii that they would be aecepta- 
ble as a basis for renewing negotia- 
tions with the operators. 

The miners’ leader said he had in- 
structed the general scale committee 
to go to Harrisburg, instead of only 
the negotiating committee, so that it 
could act at once upon pres that 
might be submitted to ft.
